Special Report 


Hamilton, Bermuda. 
British West Indies. 
Aug. 8, 1921. 
Dear Evangel Family—Greetings: 

We have been in the islands of 
Bermuda ever since April 29th. This 
is the second letter we have asked 
Brother Tomlinson to publish as we 
didn’t feel like we had done anything 
worth bringing to your notice and 
therefore, did not wish to take up too 
much space in tWe paper and crowd 
out the good reports of the work that 
is going on in so many places. We 
have tried to keep Brother Tomlinson 
supplied with all the information 
needed regarding our work, through 
the monthly report system which 
we like very much and do not see 
why anyone should object ‘to making 
reports as God knqws all about us 
anyhow. and why not stand by Broth- 
er Tomlinson since we have chosen 
him as our leader and he has proved 
his fitness for the position he holds 
by walking “worthy of the vocation 
wherewith ye are called?” Eph. 4:1. 

Before proceeding any further we 
will make a few explanatory remarks 
regarding the Bermudas. It consists 
of about three hundred and_  sixty- 
five small coral islands, the largest 
of them being connected by cause- 
ways and ferry boats. Many of the 
smaller ones are not even inhabited, 
being nothing more than great 
flat rocks rising out of the sea and 
overflowed by the waves at times. 
The islands are located nearer the 
American side than the European 
side of the: Atlantic being only 704 
nautical miles (792 land miles) to 
the southeast of New York City. Be- 
ing a British colony, English money 
is used. Bermuda has a military gov- 
ernment as it is a great army and 
navy base. The islands are very 
small totaling only about 19 square 
miles with about 20,000 inhabitants 
all told, one third being white people 
while the rest are colored people. 
They speak the English language. 
They have good schools and fine 
church buildings. The church of Eng- 
land (Episcopal) being the predom- 
inating religion although nearly every 
church known in the United States 
has work going on here. The natives 
build their houses of white coral stone 
which is quarried here. Rain water 
constitutes the fresh water supply 
as there are no wells or springs here. 
Rain water is caught from the roofs 
of the houses into cement and stone 
tanks under-ground. The soil is not 
very deep so the roads are very pice 
being graded down into the _ solid 
rock,resembling our concrete streets 
in the cities. All kinds of vegetables 
are grown here the year around as 
it is always warm, the place being 
known as the Islands of Sunshine. 
Bananas, cocoanuts, oranges, lemans, 
figs and many other fruits grow here. 
The tourist trade flourishes here dur- 
ing the winter months as many peo- 
ple come here to escape the chilling 
winds and snow of the north lands. 


We have opened up a nice little 
mission, on Mt. Hil] overlooking the 
city of Hamilton on one of the new 
thoroughfares. The building is con- 
structed of native stone with a_ ce- 
ment floor and is built on the order 
of a country school house. It had 
been used as a store but had not been 
occupied for about three years so it 
looked very much like the Lord had 
reserved it for us, and to strengthen 
this belief, I was told that one of the 
native plumbers, a man of unquestion- 
able character, had spoken for the 
house to convert it into a plumbing 
shop, but we were given the prefer- 
ence. I got busy at once, the land- 
lord had the building whitewashed 
and took down the old doors and put 
in a new set of double glass doors, 
furnished the paint for me to paint 
the window shutters and doors and 
also paid me wages for scrubbing and 
cleaning the house. I then secured an 
electrician to wire the house and he 
did it at cost, then the electric light 
people put up an extra light pole, 
ran the wires to the house, then sent 
me my bill with a reduction of one 
third the price which they donated 
to the mission. I then set about to 
find seats, the Lord directed mé to 
the Bermuda Mercantile Agency where 
the manager let me have fifty fold- 
ing and dining room chairs out on a 
rental at one fifth less tham the regu- 
lar price. I got a nice sign painted, 
The Church of God Mission, Head- 
quarters at Cleveland, Tenn., U. S.A., 
and put it over the .door way and 
with the chairs I had rented and 
some more I had borrowed, we com- 
menced our services. 


The services continued for eight 
nights without any opposition. Every- 
thing went along alright until the 
Lord gave me a message on divine 
healing. Then the devil got mad, the 
police inspector called me down to 
headquarters to explain my mission 
to the Bermudas and wanted to 





Bible healing as that was part of the 
gospel, and I meant to preach the 
Word if they ran me out of Bermuda 
the next day. He seemed quite satis- 
fied with my explanation and let me 
go on my own recognition. We are 
going right on with our meetings. 

We visit homes and distribute Bt 
ble tracts and sample copies of the 
Church of God Evangel between meet- 
ings, when convenient. I work at 
the plumbing trade and go to different 
parts of the islands, sometimes as far 
as twelve miles and back and do a 
days work. Often I have just time 
enough to dress and get to service, 
have neither time to pray nor read, 
but the Lord always gives us s0od 
messages and power to deliver them. 
Praise His name. 

In speaking of secular work, the 
times are very prosperous in Bermu- 
da at present, though the wages are 
not the highest but there is more 
work here than can be done for some 
time. There is very little sickness. 
People seem to die very suddenly and 
they have quick funerals as embalm- 
ing is not practiced and the climate 
is too warm to keep the bodies very 
long after death. People who die in 
the forenoon are usually buried in 
the afternoon. The soil on the high- 
lands is usually never more than a 
foot deep, the graves are cut out of 
stone and covered with cement 
and stone slabs above the ground. 

The people are very nice to us and 
we are gradually ‘winning our wey 
into their hearts. Strange to say, the 
best friends we have are Roman 
Catholics, one a fisherman aid the 
other a farmer. They give us many 
nice offerings of food such as _ fish, 
groceries, eggs and farm products 
which are appreciated, as eggs, for 
instance, are about $1.08 per dozen. 
One Portuguese lady who can not un- 
derstand English sends us- offerings 
of food from her garden, she points 
her hand toward heaven and makes 
signs to us that God gave it to her 
to give to us. It is just like the dear 
Lord to honor His Word, He has 
given us plenty so far but no more 
than what we need. 

1 am sorry I cannot give all my 
time to the work but I have a wife 
and three little children to support 
and feel that it is only my duty, as 
many of the ministers find it neces- 
sary to work at secular work to help 
some during the “after war” read- 
justment period through which we are 
passing, however, we hope to see bet- 
ter times soon so wecan all launch 
out into the work in greater foree 


than ever and with renewed vigor and ° 


Strength in the Lord. The devil has 
tried me in many ways since I have 
been in Bermuda, but praise the 
dear Lord, he has never be@n able 
to side track me. I have received liter- 
ature from different religious sources 
and different people have tried to dic- 
tate to me but I am too busy preach- 
ing the Word and telling people 
about the soon coming of the Lord 
and His power to save, sanctify, bap- 
tize with the Holy Ghost and heal. 
Doubtless, we could have a great fol- 
lowing if we would conspromise with 
the world and preach only that part 
of the Scripture that is pleasing to 
those who the Bible said would not 
endure sound doctrine, but praise 
the Lord, Jesus said to preach the 
gospel to every creature and to teach 
them to observe all things whatso- 
ever He had commanded us and that 
He would be with us alway even un- 
to the end of the world. We must 
preach the full gospel if we want the 
Lord’s presence to cheer us along the 
way. There is no religious persecu- 
tion at present here, the people are 
nice and behave nicely in service. If 
they do mot like your meetings they 
go on till they find a place they like 
and do not cause any trouble. . The 
congregation usually consists of wom- 
en and young folks from about fifteen 
years down. The men here are much 
the same as there, they depend most- 
ly on the women and children attend- 
ing services and serving God. Some 
signs of conviction are showing. al- 
ready. One boy of fourteen years 
told me he dreamed of our meeting 
about five years ago. The young peo- 
ple are deserting the sectarian 
churches for our meetings and we 
feel that they are goimg to have some 
influence over the older ones. 

I was shown Bermuda in dreams 
before I ever knew anything about 
the place and my dreams are proving 
to be very real as there is an awful 
spiritual coldness prevailing, as peo- 
ple are wrapped up mm their old for- 
Mal creeds and doctrines. It is going 
to take much preaching and praying 
to break through. 

The authorities may close our meet: 
ing any time as we are preaching 
here on our recognizance. We went 
through all the procedure of the law 
to obtain a missionary permit from 
the British government, which is ztee- 
essary for Americans but have not 
heard from it though it hps been 
about six months. However, we have 
seen the mayor and governor of the 
city amd may be able to appeal to 
them if refysed a permit. We are 
located near the governor’s palace. 
I suppose they can hear the singing 
in the mission at times if they take 
motice. 

Pray much for us that souls will 
be saved in Bermuda.

New Light is the assumed title of 
an eld erroneous theory that has again 
become prominent as a_ religious 
teaching. The claim that said theory 
is new is false and misleading. So} 
also is the name and doctrine. The 
term New Light would suggest to the 
mind of those who are not familiar 
with the theory that it is a thing of 
late origin. Thus, they are more apt 
to grasp it, as the human mind is 
often discontented and prone to wan- 
der. 


Our purpose in this writing is to 
prove to the reader that the so-called 
New Light theory is nothing more 
than the recurrence of an old error 
and is therefore nothing new. About 
one hundred years ago a_ ‘religious 
leader by the name of Zinzendorf 
tried to prove to the world that the 
trinity of the Godhead was a false 
idea. It is an evident fact that the so- 
called New Light theory denies that 
God subsists in a plurality of persons 
and claims that there is none other 
in the Godhead but Jesus. This fact 
makes it very clear that the theory 
is the same thing that Zinzendorf 
advocated one hundred years ago. 
Christian Science is also a very strong 
advocate of the one God theory and 
it was introduced by a Mrs. Eddy, in 
the year 1866. Hear what they have j 
to say about the threefold personality | 








in one God suggests heathen gods.” 
Can we believe Christian Scientists 
on this subject when their leader and 
founder was a woman and Paul said, 
“But I suffer not a woman to teach?” 
1 Tim. 2:12. 


I am sure the above statement of 
facts will make clear to the minds of 
those who may be concerned that the 
so-called New Light (Jesus Only) 
theory is not new light, but an old 
error in disguise. Zinzendorf and 
Christian Science have failed to ac- 
complish Satan's desire in  prop- 
agating the one God theory so he 
has brought it forth in Pentecostal 
garb and calls it New Light. The 
Pentecostal garb and claim of New 
Light gives it a more deceptive ap- 
pearance and thus, unstable souls 
are snared by its fallacy. 


There is not a teaching in the Bible 
that will co-operate with the thought 
of New Light. Jesus said, “I am the 
light of the world: he that followeth 
me shall not walk in darkness, but 
shall have the light of life.” John 8: 
12. The Bible declares that Jesus is 
ever the same and changes not.

This 
does not indicaté that Jesus would 
renew Himself at any time since His 
coming as the Son of God into the 
world to be the light thereof. It is out 
of reason to think that Jesus would 
come to the world and declare Him- 
self to be the Son sent by the Father, 
the Father and Holy Spirit remain- 
ing in heaven and He would go back 
to the Father and send the Holy 
Ghost, then after a period of nearly 
two thousand years reveal Himself 
in New Light and declare that He 
was all and that the Father and Spirit 
did not exist only in Him. Such a 
thing is absurd but, nevertheless, it 
is the teachf{ngs of those who claim 
the New Light. 


John the Baptist declared that Je- 
sus was the true Light. John 1:9. This 
suggests to the mind that there would 
ibe imitations. or such .as would ap- 
pear to be light aside from‘ the true 
Light (Jesus). “For there shall arise 
false Christs, and false prophets, and 
shall shew great signs and wonders; 
insomuch that, if it were possible, 
they shall deceive the very elect.” 
Matt: 24:24. To acknowledge New 
Light is very dangerous since Jesus 


the same. It is nothing more than the 
acknowledging of a false Christ 
which can be none other than the anti- 
christ. I am sure that Satan has 
blinded the minds of a great many 
people to this fact as Jesus Only is 
the theme of those who claim New 
Light. 

It is a mighty truth that the name of 
Jesus is exalted and that He should be 
honored. But) to deny the personality 
of His Father and of the Holy Ghost, 
both of whom He spoke of as being 
personal and thus deny His word is 
not honoring Him, though the theme 
ig Jesus Only.

Do 
we not see this Scripture fulfilled in 
those who are crying, New Light, Je- 
sus only? They would honor Him by 
professing His name, but in their 
hearts they have departed from His 
Word and acknowledged a_ false 
Christ with their cry of New Light. 

Such work as is being aone by those 
who are denying the words of Jesus 
and crying New Light cannot be 
other than thét of the spirit of error 
which is the spirit of antichrist. 
“Beloved, believe not every spirit, 
but try the spirits whether they are 
of God: because many false prophets 
are gone out into the world.” 1 John 
4:1. In the third verse it makes it 
plain that the false prophets are 
prompted by the spirit of antichrist 
and the sixth verse shows that the 
spirit of antichrist is identical with 
the spirit of error. - 

The Hebrew word for prophet is 
Nabi which means one who pours 
forth a declaration.

New Light is a false declaration which

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I am sure that we have or can prove 
that it is, then why are not those 
who are pouring it forth false proph- 
ets prompted by the spirit of anti- 
christ? 

When the antichrist appears in 
person, his first work will be to 
deceive the people and make them 
believe that he is the Messiah. Dan- 
iel’s prophecy teaches us that he 
will gain his prominence and power 
by flatteries. Dan. 11:12. He will not 
be antagonistic at first but with de- 
ceit, he will gain the favor og the peo- 
ple until many will take him to be 
the Messiah and doubtless the cry of 
New Light and Jesus Only will be the 
slogan of the day. It is true that the 
antichrist has not yet appeared in 
pérson but nevertheless, the false 
prophets that are goyie out into the 
world are doing their work indirectly 
in deceiving the people and thus pre- 
paring the worldfor his soon ap- 
proach. While the Holy Ghost is pre- 
paring the Church for the second com- 
ing of'the true Christ, the spirit of 
antichrist is preparing the world for 
the coming of the false propht or anti- 
christ. Paul tells us that the work of 
the antichrist has already begun, al- 
though theantichrist isnot yet re 
vealed (See 2 Thes. 2:3-8) He also 
said, “God shall send them strong de- 
lusion, that they should believe a lie: 
(work of the antichrist) That they 
all might be damned who believed not 
the truth”--God’s Word. 2 Thes. 2:11, 
12. 


If the so-called New Light theory 
is the Word of God, it will do to be- 
lieve. If itis not the Word it is heresy 
and therefore the work of the anti- 
christ. I do not say that every mis- 
application of the Scripture is heresy 
and the work of the antichrist but 
when error becomes a_ doctrine it 
cannot be other than the doctrine of 
devils and the work of seducing 
spirits that Paul said some would 
give heed to in the last times (days). 
1 Tim. 4:1. 


- Let us see if the Bible teaches that 

the New Light (Jesus Only) theory 
is correct and therefore, the three 
personalities of the Godhead is «& 
mistaken idea and suggests heathen 
gods. 

First, we will admit that the Bible 
teaches that God is one. Gal. 3:20, but 
while it is true that God is one, it is 
also true that the Bible teaches that 
He subsists in three personalities, 
namely, Father,Sonand Holy Ghost. 
These three distinct persons are all 
represented in the Bible as bking God. 
The first person is God the Father. 
John 6: 27. The second person is 
declared by the Father to be God the 
Son, “But unto the Son he (the Fath- 
er) saith, Thy Throne, O God, is for ev- 
er and ever.” Heb. 1:8. Here the Father 
(first person) talks directly to the Son 
(second person) and called Him God. 
The third person (Holy Ghost) is also 
represented in the Bible as_ being 
identical with God. “Why hath Satan 
filled thine heart to lie to the Holy 
Ghost? Why hast thou conceived this 
thing in thine heart? thou hast not 
lied unto men, but unto God.” Acts 
5:3,4. This is proof enough that the 
three persons in the Godhead are all 
called God and that the’ three 
persons form one God. “For there are 
three that bear record in  heav- 
en, the Father, the Word, (Son) and 
the Holy Ghost: and these three are 
one.” 1 John 5:7. We notice that the 
Plural term are one is used and not 
the singular is one. This of course 
signifies that they are not one in per- 
son, but in name, image, mind, will 
and purpose. 

The Hebrew word for God is a plu- 
ral noun. That alone is proof enough 
that God subsists in a plurality of per- 
sons. Elohim is the Hebrew word for 
God which means Gods (plurality of 


the Godhead). When God made 
man He-~ said, “Let us make 
man in our image.” Gen. 1:26. 


When He drove man out of the gar- 
den, He said, “Behold, the man is be- 
come as one of us, to know good and 
evil”’ Gen. 3:22. The plural pronoun 
us conveys the idea of more than one 
person; while the possessive pronoun 
our shows that through there is plu- 
vality of persons in the Godhead, they 
are one in image. The words of Je- 
sus in His prayer just before He as- 
cended to the Father show that He 
was with the Father and in His im- 
age before the foundation of the world 
was. “And now, O Father, glorify thou 
Me with thine own self with the glory 
which I had with thee before the 
world was.” John 17:5. The Scripture 
also teaches that He participated in 
all the work of creation. Col. 1:15-17. 


In the work of creation and driving 
of man out of the garden, the plur- 
rality of persons in the Godhead is 
clearly set forth, but without distinc- 
tion. Man being made in the image 
therefore, cast him off forever, but 
inaugurated the plan of redemption 
whereby man could be brought back 
into fellowship with God. In this work 
the three personalities of the God- 
head are seen acting and. reactihg 
upon each other as they did in the 
work of creation, but distinguished in 
person, office and relation to each 
other and to man. 

Let us see what distinct work the 
Father did in the plan of redemption, 
“For God so loved the world, that he 


gave his only begotten Son, that who- ry 


soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” Jno. 
3:16. “And we have seen and do testi- 
fy that the Father sent the Son to be 
the Saviour of the world.” 1 Jno. 4:14. 
The giving and sending of the Son 
was the act of the Father in the plan 
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of redemption. As we notice this act 
more closely we see that both the 
Son and Holy Ghost participated 
in the event. When the angel 
announced the birth of Jesus at 
which time the Father sent Him to be 
the Savior of the world, He told Mary 
that she would bring forth a son and 
should call His name Jesus (Savior) 
and that He should be called the Son 
of the Highest—God. Luke 1:31,32. 
Mary being astounded at the message 
of the angel asked how such athing 
could be. This of course gave place 
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for an explanation by the angel as 
to how the conception of Jesus would 
take place, at which time the trinity 
of the Godhead all acted jointly. 
“The Holy Ghost shall come upon 
thee, and the power of the Highest 
shall over shadow thee: therefore 
also that holy thing which shall be 
born of thee shall be called the Son 
of God.” Luke 1:35. 

The Scripture clearly teaches that, 
Jesus acted in His own incarnation ' 
with the Father and Holy Ghost, “For 
verily he took not on him the nature | 
of angels: but he took on him _ the 
seed of Abraham.” Heb. 2:16. The! 
next verse tells us that He did so to 
make reconciliation for the sins of | 
the people which is proof that it was | 
at the time He came to be the Sav-, 
iour, that He took on Him the seed. 
of Abraham (flesh). As we have stated | 
before, the Son was in the image of. 
and equal with God before the foun- | 
dation of the world. But in the work | 
of redemption He laid off His former 
likeness and took upon Him _ the! 
form of a servant and likeness of ryen 
(flesh). Phil. 2:6-8. 


I am sure that any careful reader 
can see the work of three distintt 
persons in the sublime event in which | 
Jesus came as a Redeemer. The Holy | 
Ghost came upon her, the power of, 
God overshadowed her and Jesus took ! 
on Him the likeness of men. The Bi- | 
ble does not teach that the Father 
and Holy Ghost were incarnated, but 
it was only Jesus that took on flesh. 
Here is the only place that Jesus 
only will correctly apply. He was woo 
only incarnation of the Godhead, but 
was neither God the Father nor God 
the Holy Ghost but God the Son. 


How vivid in the Scripture is the 
threefold personality of God—three 
persons—-but one God—a mystery? 
Certainly, but the mystery of God 
subsisting in a plurality of per- 
sons is not the issue. It is 
what the Book says about it 
that concerns us. The Bible teaches 
that there is a trinity of persons in 
the Godhead and that these three 
form one God but are represented 
as being distinct in person, in office 
and in relation to each other and to 
man. So from a Bible standpoint we 
are not afraid to say that the New 
Light theory is fallacy, propagated 
by false prophets and the _ indirect 
work of antichrist.

Unity in the Bible means spiritual 
unity. Of qourse physical unity is 
alright in its place and it has avery 
important place too. But spiritual unt- 
ty has a place to fill and it is of 
greater importance than the other. 

On the day of Pentecost when the 
greatest experience that has ever 
reached mankind was poured out, we 
' find that they were all of one accord, 
‘they were of one heart and one soul, 

this is spiritual unity. Being in this 
j attitude we see that great grace was 
upon them and they went everywhere 
preaching the Word with singleness 
of heart. Oh, what a glorious atti- 
tude. They were possessed with such 
| power that even their shadow falling 
{on sick folks would heal their sick- 
; messes and the wonderful signs fol- 
| lowed them. But later as persecutions 
arose, we judge from biblical as well 
as historical observatigu that this unt- 
ty began to subside and continued 
to do this until I regret to ac 
knowledge that there are divisions in 
its place especially from a spiritual 
point of view. Now, brethren, these 
things ought not to be for God has 
made every arrangement to insure 
perfect unity in Christ. 

In the history of the Ephesian 
church, when some of these writers 
had faded from view and had been 
forgotten, we find Paul telling them 
that grace was given him to preach 
the unsearchable riches of Christ and 
to make all men see that the mys- 
terious fellowship which from the be- 
ginning was hidden in God. Tothe in- 
tent the heavenly principalities and 
powers might be known to the church 
and that we might know the manifold 
wisdom of God. Eph. 3:8-10. We see 
that it is God’s plan for us to be sup- 
plied with wisdom and pdwer. 

We see that many of the members 
at that time were minus that power, 
we also see that they were minus unt- 
ty.
